It has perhaps more excuse than the the dreaded plagne. <feerm emanated 
Legisk;ure which meets annually, but it .has passed little im- 
portant legislation, has balked and dodged on the most import- 
ant issue before it, that of taxation, and most of the major 
questiois are left to be disposed of in the jam at the session's 
end. It is a characteristic of American legislative bodies which 
has inspired several States in the interest of speed, and economy 
to limil the duration of sessions l)y law.
